by Sea and Land, have refulved, and do, by and with 


the Advice of our Privy Council, hereby command, , 


That a Publick Faft and Humiliation. be obferved 
throughout that Part of our Kingdom of Great Pritain 


called England, our Dominion of Wales, and Town of | 
Berwick upon Tweed, upon Wednefiay the Eighteenth | 


ay of December next; that fo we and our People 
may humble ourfelves before Almighty God, in Order 
toobrain Pardon for our Sins ; and may, in the moft de 
yout and folemi Mantttr, {nd ur Prayers and Suppli- 


cations to the Divine Majelty, for averting thofe heavy | 


Judgments, which our manifold Sins and Provocations 

€ moft juftly deferved ; and imploring his Blefling 
a Aliaie on our Arms, and tor rettoring and per- 
petuating Peace, Safety and Profperity to us and our King- 
doms. And we do itri€tly charge and command, that 
the faid Paoblick Falt be reverently aud devoutly obfer- 


ved. by all our’ Subje@s in. England, our Dominion of | 


Wales, the Town of Berwick upon T weed, as they ten- 
der the Favour of Alm ghty God, and would avoid his 
Wrath and Indignation ; and upon Pain of fuch Punith- 
ment, as we may jultly infl’ét on all fuch as contemn 
and neglect the Performance of fo religious and necel- 
fary a Bay. And for the better and more-orderly fo- 
lemnizing the fame, we have given Direétions to the moft 
Reverend the Archbifhops, and the Right Reverend the 
Bithops of England, to compofe a Form. of Prayer fuit- 
able to this Occation, to be ufed in all Churches, Cha- 
pels, and Places of publick Worthip ; and to take Care 
the fame be timely difperfed throughout their refpective 
Dioceffes.

Extrad of a private Letter from the Hague, Nov. 12. 
We are at prefent a little barren of News, efpecially 
of a particular Kind, by which | mean the fo much talk- 


ed of Winter Campaign ; with regard to which we aré 
not a little attentive. According to our laft Advices 
from Vienna, the Imperial Court declined giving any 
decifive Anfwer on the Propoiitions made to her for ac- 
commoditing Matters with the King of Pruffia; and this 
for a very particular Reafon: It is faid to be a Po'nt of 
fuch Importance, that they can determ’ne nothing upon 
"it, till the Rejoicings for their Linperial Majefties Return 
to that City are once over. It is dufpectcd, however, 
that this Aufwer is only given to gain Time, in hopes 
_ shat fome great Blow may be ttruck, with the Affiftance 
' of the Court of Drefden, which may well be inclined 
thereto, fince, unlefs a part of Silefia be recovered, thar 
- Court cannot propofe to itlelf any farther Advantage 
‘ from purfuing the Plans of that of Vienna. It is, how- 
ever, very Well known, that a certain Minifter leaves no 
Stone unturned to demonftrate to Count. Uhlefeldt the 
Danger of this Coniuét. He daily remonttrates to him, 
that two Attempts have been already made by the Com- 
bined Army without the leait Seccefs, if his Pruffian 
Majefty’s Inclination to Peace be not contidered in that 
Light, and therefore there is nogreat Reafon for forming 
Singuine Expe@ations from the, third. He puts him 
in Mind that there is {till a Party in Germany, which, if 
the Imperial Arms thould meet with any remarkable 
' Check, would not fail to raife its Head, and, perhaps 
difpute the Legality of the late Ele&tion; and thar chere- 
fore it would be but Wifiom to lay hold of the prefene 
Opportunity of putting an End to the very appearance of 
a Schifm in the Empire, by concluding a Peace with the 
King of Pruffia. He likewife intimates, that this is the 
fecond or third tine that this Prince has been drawn-to 
with an entire and fincere Reconciliation with the Houje 
of Auftria, and that it may be of very bad Coufequence 
/ to throw him back upon thofe «whom he has quitted al- 
ready, aud to whom, if he is obliged again to haye Re- 
courfe, he may unite himfelf fo flrongly, as that neither 
Force nor Art may be able to feparate him, when even 
this Court thall condefcend mott earneftly to defire ir. 
How far thefe falutary Refie&tious may contribute to 
bring back fome great Minds to a moderate and right 
way of thinking, is what we egnnot determine ; but in 
the mean time there are certain __ Mea aD which have 
not the moft favourable Afpe&t. The fudden Retreat of 
Cardinal Paolucci, the Pope’s Nuncio at Vienna, is dif- 
ferently accounted for: Some fay, he aétually had Or- 
ders fent him to retire before the Re.urn of their Iinpe- 
rial Majefties. Others place this in a ditterent Light: 
they fay that Cardinal Paolucci defired, and received an 
| Order tor his Departure from the Pope, from a Forefight 
| that, if ir had not arrived in time, he might be expofed to 
' fuch a Command as is before mentioned. We know 
not, however, how this can be reconciled to the Refpe& 
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which his Holinef$ hfis fhewn to the Nobleman whohas 
flotified the Empéror’s Election, unlefs there be any 
Foundation for that Diftinétion, which fome Pcople fay 
that Pontiff makcs between the Concerns of h's [inperial 
Majzity and thofe of his Confort, with whom he has 
hardly ever been upon good Terms, on account of the 
little Refpe& thewn him by the Auftrian Generals, Prince 
Lobkowitz only excepted. It is true the Power of the 
Pope is not fo great now as in former Ages, and need not 
therefore to be fo much feared ; but though its fpiritual 
Thunder does not at prefent do much Execution, yet the 
Intrigties of that Court are always to be feared, as, per- 
haps, the Court of Vienna knows to its Coft; fince it is 
threwdly fufpeed, that the Intelligence the King of the 
Two Sicilies received when the Armies lay inthe Neigh- 
boarhood of Rome, fromthe Vatican, contributes not a 
little to the Prefervation of his Life and Kingdoms, as 
the Councils of the fame Court are reported to have in- 
fluenced the Condu& of the Genoefe. 

We have been amuftd for foie time with the Ru- 
mour of things being compromifed with the Ele@or Pa- 
latine; but that this was an idle and groundle{s Rumour 
may appear from hence, that the Duchefs of Sultz- 

, who married the Father of the Ele¢tor Palatine 
Would willingly have paid het Compliments to her 
fmperial Majeity, in her P.ffage through Bavaria ; but 
the Empref&, it feetns, did pot think it proper to Re 
der, on the Score of Her ncat Relation to that Prince, It 
i$ farther faid, That before her Imperial Majeity’s De- 
parture from. Frankfort, the intimated a Delign of ap- 

ntiag an Imperial Adwpinifteation in the Dutchies of 
ultzbach and Newbourg, in the fame Manner as fore 
Merly im Bavaria; bot we apprehend this was only 
thrown oat by Way of Menace, and that there is no 
Danger of rviininig itito fach Extremitics at the very o- 
ening of a new Reigh. We thould, however, be plad 
fo learn, that the Irregulars fhid to be ordered Jately into 
Sakony, Wete allowed to purfie their former Rout ; be- 
caufe we are very apprehenfive, that if they be not im- 
Miediately fent to the Affitance of his Sardinian Majefty, 
fre may at letigth be expof-d to fuch Temptations as. he 
Thay fot be able to withftand..

The'‘Men} were. very.much fatigued, having marched 
from Haddington hither in.a mott.voilterous Day, and. 
during a great. Fall of Syow.. 

As there have been, a great many Reports. here con+- 
cerning Carlile within thef; few. Days, and as. the- } 
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Truth is hitherto uncertain, perhaps it will not be 
difagreeable to our Readers to give them the beft 
Deicription of that Place we'can procare. 

CARLILE hath a molt agreeable and pleafant Situa- 
tion, oeing guarded on the North-fide by the Eden, on 
the Eaft by the Petterel, and on the Weit by the Caude. 
It is alfo fecured by a ttrong Stone-wall, fo thick that 
four or five Men ufwvally walk a-breaft on the Top of it, 
withott Hazard or hiconvenience, and it isthe common 
Walk or airing Place of the Citizens. It is allo 
defended by a very broad Ditch, and all the Gat.s 
have Draw-bridges. It his likewife a very ttrong Caitle 
and Citadel ; fo that itis jultly efteemed one of the Itrong- 
eft, if not the ftrongelt, City in England. ’Tis of an ov- 
long Form from Welt to Eait, and the Cattle, which 
ftands to the Weftern-part of it, is pretty large, and by 
the Arms (as Mr. Camden inters) iccms to have becn 
built by King Richard ILL. 

This City: is of very great Antiquity, having been a 
Roman Colony. lathe 8th.or 9th Century it was entire- 
ly ruined by the Danes, and continued defolate for 200 
Years. William Rufus rebuilt it, and Heury I. confi- 


dering how good a Barrier it might be made aga‘nit the | 


Scots, caufed it to be well fortified, placed a Garrifon 
in it, dignified it with an Epifcopal See, and beitowed 
upon it many other Privileges and Emoluments, which 
might make it ttrong and populous, which his Succef 
fors, even down fo low as Queen Elizabeth, very much 
augmented. It was indeed often befieged by the Scots, 
and twice taken, viz. in King Stephen’s and King 
— Days, but recovered again’ by their Succeilors 

ings Heury IJ. and III]. and tho’ it was burnt oy Mif- 
fortune in the 14th of Richard 11. and near 1500 Houfes 
deftroyed, with the Cathedral and Suburbs, yet by the 
Munificence of the fucceeding Kings it was again retto- 
red, and much improved in Strength and Beauty. 

It is at prefent a wealthy and populous Place, the 
Houfes are well built, and City walled in, having three 
Gates, viz. the Caldo or Irifh Gate on the South, the 
Bother or Englith Gate on the Weft, and the Rickard or 
Scots Gate towards the North. It trades chiefly in Fu- 
ftians, has a confiderable Market on Saturdays, and a 

early Fair on the Affumption of the Virgin Mary. It 
is govern’d by a Mayor, twelve Aldermen, two Bailiffs, 
&c. and fends two Burgeffes to Parliament. The Affizes 
aud Seffions for the moft part are held in chis City. 

There are but-two Parifh-Churches in this City, viz. 
St. Mary’s and St. Cuthbert. St. Mary’s is the Cathe- 
dral, and ftands alimoft in the Midft of it. The Eaftern 
Part, which js the newer, is a curious Piece of Workman- 
fhip; the Choir, which, with the Ifles, is 71 Foot broad, 
is au exaét Piece of Archite€ture, having a ftately .Eaft- 
Window of 48 Foot in height, and 30 in breadth, a- 
dorned with Pillars of curious Workmanfhip. The Roof 
is elegantly vaulted with Wood, and embellithed with 
the Arms of France and England quarter’d, the Piercy’s, 
Lucy’s, Warrens, Mowbrays, and many others. Inthe 
Choir are the Monuments of three Bithops of this See, 
Bell, Robinfon, and Smith, whoare buried there. The 
Weilt-end, which is the lower, and was anciently 
the Parifh-Church, was alfo a fpacious Building before 
the Rebellion in 1641, but was for the greateft part de- 
inolifhed by thofe violeut Reformers, and the Materials 





made ufe of for the building of Guard-houfes at every 
Gate, erecting Batteries in the Caftle, and fetting them- 
felves up private Dwellings in the Town; though it has 
been obferved, their Pofterity never enjoyed them. 

This City was formerly eftcem’d the Key of England 
againit the Scots on the Welt-fide, as Berwick was on 
the Eailt, and is doubtlefs at this Day a Place of great 
Importance. We are informed that it ts at prefent well 
provided with Cannon, and has a Garrifon, tho’ we are 
ignorant how num-rous. 

Leith, Nov. 15. Wedunefday laft was thip’d on board 
the John & Mary of Londoa, Capt. Dyar, a Cutter, 20 
Cheits of Arms for Berwick. Yefterday the Mary Cha- 
pelof Leith, Henry Hay Matter, from Borrowftounnefs, 
witha contiderable Quantity of Flax on board belonging 
to Merchants in Edinburgh, was drove afhore under the 
Citadel. At the fame time Joho Short of Borrowftoun- 
nefs from Aberdeen with Houfijld-furniture, &c. was 
drove afhore and broke to pieces at Wardie, and two of 
the Sailors drowued. One of the Admiral’s Boats with 
14 Hands were on board of Mr. Short when this hap- 
pened, and the Lof$ of both Vefitls is imputed to their 
detaining of them.
